necessary to water the plant food 
n. as it is necessary to do if ap- 
ilication is delayed until the grass 
las madp top growth. Use a com- 
ilete, balanced 
plant food—one 


that contains all the 
elements 


necessary to secure both good root 
and top growth. A good root de- 
velopment is the best insurance 
against summer injury. A deep, 
vigoious root system has a much 
wider aiea to draw on lor moist- 
ire and food. Apply four pounds 
of plant food per 100 squaie feet 
of surface aiea. 
If you have a 


argo area to feed, it is advisable 
:o apply with a flant food dis- 
rilmtor. 


Reseed bare and thin spots ivitli 


he best grade of seed obtainable. 
Do not use cheap seed. 
For re- 


ceding it is advisable to use about 
hree pounds of grass seed per 
.,000 square feet. 


Rolling should be done when 


lie ground is still soft, but not too 
•et, or the soil will pack. 
The 


urposo of rolling is to compact 
he soil ibout the roots of the 
rass plants. The alternate hcav- 
ng and thawing of the soil ex- 
oses some of the roots to air,

Formal beds now 
do not call for stiff and formal 
planting, but in them flowers are 
grown in their natural grace and 
beaut}', so arranged, as to both 
form and color, that the feeling of 
balance essential to any good de- 
sign is preserved.

ent upon skillful color grouping 
for their major charm; and where 
can be found a greater opportunity 
for the pleasing use of color than 
in a garden?

Jeopardizing Recovery 


Babson Park, Florida, March 


18—Business this month is the 
worst In three years. Activity is 
now back to the level o£ the 
Spring of 19C3. It is 28 per cent 
below a year ago. although, still 
about 33 per cent above the de- 
pression bottom ot March, 1933. 
My New Year forecast called for 
a bad first-quarter—at least 15 
per cent below a year ago. We 
are having it all right. The drop 
is averaging even more than I 
predicted. It is about 23. per cent. 


As 1938 opened there were 


signs of a turn-up. Business did 
move ahead two or three per cent 
between mid-January and mid- 
February. During the last four 
weeks, however, things have slip- 
ped off again. Business now is 
two per cent lower than a month 
jago. There has been a sharp drop 
' in retail sales of all kinds. Despite 
big bargains in most lines, those 
with good incomes are afraid to 
buy. 
Moreover, others have no 


money to spend. Four million 
people have lost jobs since a year 
ago. Payrolls have been slashed 
$100,000,00 weekly. Farm income 
has held up well; but it, too, has 
fallen from earlier levels. 


Retail Trade Has Dropped 
In addition to these inroads, 


there is the cutting and passing 
of dividends. February payments 
to investors were 
$300,000,000 


against $350,000,000 last year. 
As a result of all these reductions 
in income, total purchasing power 
is far below the peaks of 1937. 
It is not surprising, therefore, 
that retail trade has suffered. Ac- 
tually it is remarkable that sales 
have been as good as they have. 
Buying is off only about 15 per 
cent from the 1937 level while in- 
dustrial activity has sagged SO per 
cent. 


We are now in the critical per- 


iod of the "recession." The next 
few months should tell whether 
or not I must revise my forecast 
for the entire. Up until now there 
has been little danger of another 
major 
depression. Basic condi- 


tions have been sound. There has 
been, no speculative pyramiding of 
real estate or stocks. Banks are 
not loaded up with questionable 
securities and loans. Prices of raw 
materials are back at attractive 
levels and inventories of goods 
have been thoroughly cleaned up 
111 most industries. 


Danger 1'oint Xcar 


Business is constantly moving 


one way or another. It does not 
stay at a standstill very long. 
Most of the recession came before 
the New Year. Since thdn there 
has been only a minor decline. We 
are now at a critical point. The 
sharp drop in purchasing'power is 
a danger signal. Depressions are 
nothing more than a continuous 
downward spiral in buying power. 
Prosperity is the opposite process. 
Once the spiral picks up momen- 
tum it 
u= mighty hard to stop. 


Business has l>een very slow for 
six months and the spiral has 
been getting a good start. We will 
not be in a major depression, 
however, until pay-cuts and lay- 
offs are the word everywhere. 
Tbe order "to cut" has nol yot 
been given out wholesale. 


I liken the present situation to 


a run-away freight train' coming 
down the mountain. There are 
plenty of opportunities to switch 
it off on a spur track before it 
wrecks a passenger train in the 
station in ttie- valley below; The 
train has already passed several 
of these cut-offs. But tho yard- 
men 
apparently cannot decide 


which cut-off to use. They are 
standing around arguing among 
themselves over some petty rail- 
road red tape. Meanwhile the 
'reight slides on toward the vil- 
nge below. In my analogy, busi- 
ness Is the runaway freight, while 
our Congressional leaders are the

STEAMBOATS 


These articles are written from the

Xo. 18—Henry Clay. 


Although not as large as siasy 


of the Hudson river steamboats 
of hcr time, the "Henry 
Clay,'1 


built in 1851, by Thomas Collycr, 
of New York, and only 198 feet 
in length, was one of the faster 
boats plying the river trade. 


During the time of her service, 


the "Henry Clay" vied for hon- 
ors with the steamboats "Francis 
Skiddy," 
"Allda," 
" Armenia,1' 


"Manhattan," "Reindeer," and it 
was at a time when she was en- 
deavoring to 
uphold 
her speed 


records in competition 
with the 


ether steamboats that the most 
disastrous accident that has ever 
entered the records of Hudson 
river steamboaling, occurred. 


On the 
morning of July 2S, 


1S52, the "Henry Clay" and the 
"Armenia" left Albany within a 
few minutes of each other. The 
two vessels were well matched for 
speed and, as they belonged to 
rival lines, they entered 
into a 


race for the landing docks at "the 
stopping places along the river. 


When entering tho channel at 


the city of Hudson where flats ex- 
ist in the center of the river, the 
"Henry Clay" collided with the 
"Armenia," staving in the. wood- 
work 
of 
the 
"Armenia" and 


bursting one of her steam pipes, 
making it necessary for the lat- 
ter vessel to slow dowu and blow 
off steam. 
The 
"Henry 
Clay" 


proceeded down the river at a fast 
rate of speed, picking up some 
four hundred passengers at var- 
ious landings and endeavoring to 
make a record rttn. 


About 4 o'clock in the a/ter- 


noon as she was passing Yonkers, 
a passenger noticed smokt! issuing 
from the boiler room and reported 
that the boat was on fire. Cap- 
tain Tollman made an investiga- 


tion and immediately ordered the 
pilot to head for the shore ami 
beach the vessel. 


The 
passengers on the upper 


decks rushed forward and it was 
but the matter of minutes before 
the "Henry Clay" was beached. 
However, the flames spread rapid- 
ly through the dry and over-sea- 
soned woodwork and enveloped 
the magnificent vessel in a few 
moments. 
Many ot the passen- 


gers jumped ashore and hundreds 
who vere in the lower cabins 
plunged Into the water-and were 
picked up by small boats. 


Captain Harry 
Barber, ot the 


side-wheel towboat "James Mad- 
ison," which was passing with a 
tow of canal boats, cut his tow 
adrift and hauled it along side of 
the stricken vessel. The towboat 
picked up many of the passengers 
of the "Henry Clay" and was en- 
gaged in rescue work when, the 
"Armenia" hove in sight and saw 
her rival in a cloud of smoke and 
flame. 


This was the worst disaster ex- 


perienced in Hudson river navi- 
gation up to that time with 101 
lives lost and the "Henry Clay" 
totally destroyed. As a result of 
this accident the federal govern- 
ment established 
the steamboat 


inspection, laws, the present serv- 
ice dating from 1S52. Later the 
engine of the "Henry Clay" was 
placed in the 
steamboat 
"Glen 


Cove." 


George W. Murdock celebrated 


his S5th birthday Tuesday, March 
15. The retired

health, after a three-weeks' siege 
of illness, and spends a great deal 
of his time brousing through his 
extensive collection of steamboat 
histories, re-living the days when 
the toot of the steamboat's whis- 
tle .was a familiar sound along the 
valley of the Hudson river.

Since the "recession" started, 


Congress has been 
in 
session 


nearly four months. Only two im- 
portant Acts have been passed: 
The Housing Act and the Farm 
Act. 
Both are "Recovery Meas- 


ures", but neither one gets at the 
root of our trouble. The Housing 
Act would step up' building if 
union labor would help. But it 
can do little under current condi- 
tions with labor costs exorbitantly 
high. The Farm Act is so com- 
plicated .that few people even 
understand it. The feeling'is that 
it will aid somewhat—but largely 
in the direction of more '"hand- 
outs." 


Every businessman knows what 


the real problem is today: Lack of 
confidence in the future because 
ot unnecessary Federal spending 
and a vicious taxation system! 
Kvery member of Congress knows 
this, too. Yet Washington dilly- 
dallies over 
politics and 
does 


nothing about the housecleaiiing 
that 
is 
necessary. 
Taxes 
are 


throttling nt-w.enterpi-ise and ex- 
pansion but the proposed revenue 
bill is just a rehash of the pres- 
ent patch-work system. The utili- 
ties would spend millions on new 
construction if Congress would 
end 
the 
terrific uncertainties 


which, this industry faces. .Inertia 
at Washington is jeopardizing re-' 
covcry! 


Two Reasons for Bullishness 
I have not turned bearish, how- 


ever. There are still two possi- 
bilities which can yank us out of 
the current slump: 


II Fundamental conditions are 


sound. Many industries 'arc stab- 
ilizing. Financial factors, such as 
bank 
deposits, arc 
improving. 


Spring buying can help business 
wriggle out of the clutches of pes- 
simism despite Washington. Re- 
member wo are not yet in a major 
depression—even though we must 
go one way or the other shortly. 


2. The President is waiting un- 


til the psychological time to an- 
nounce 
his 
"recession-ending" 


program. He and his advisers are 
convinced that business should be 
ready to go ahead in April or 
May. 
Then he will announce his 


program in order to get the credit 
at the polls in November, if busi- 
ness picks up. 


Surely now Is not the time to 


dump overboard good securities, 
homes and other .property. Re- 
member that every day of depres- 
sion brings inflation nearer. If 
this "recession" turns into a 
major depression, currency infla- 
tion will come all the sooner. 
Meanwhile, as a selfish as well^s 
a patriotic gesture, protest to 
your Congressman and Senators. 
Demand an end to business per- 
secution, RemcnVber it is the" con- 
sumer 
who 
pays the bill of 


government—not just the Rocke- 
fellers, end tho iforg-ns.

Muikrat Build* Home Me 


Can Live In, Also Eat 


Ont ot the rarest kinds of horni* 


is one that can he eaten ai well as 
lived in. The muskrat sometimes 
builds such a home in the form of 
the familiar home of flaf i which is 
so often seen in marshes. 


Most often these houses are made 


of the flag plant which produces th* 
well-known cat-tail. Th* leaves, 
stems, and rooti are used in con- 
structing the dwelling. These parts 
of the plant alto form the 
items in the muskrat's diet, espe- 
cially when the plant is green. But 
when the rati become hard-pressed 
for food, dried cat-tails are eaten 
too. 
And this is the time their 


homes come in handier than ever, 
writes Clarence Taube in the De- 
troit News. 


Under 
close examination the 


muskrat house reveals itself as be- 
ing quite an elaborate construction. 
Their conical shapes vary in size, 
ranging from 4 to 8 feet in diameter 
at the base and from only 2 or 3 feet 
in height to at high as 5 feet From 
their broed bases they usually taper 
to a much smaller circumference at 
the top. 


Above the water-line over _ the 


base, living room is provided "for. 
Entrance is made from below ths 
water surface, each house usual!? 
having several entrances.

call at Tobago, an island off the 
coast of Trinidad, Hobinson Cru- 
soe's island, and from whose name 
we acquire the word "tobacco," 
notes a writer in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 


The main connection between To- 


bago and the oulside world is by a 
government steamer of uncertain 
habits. 


The name Tobago if said to have 


been bestowed upon the island by 
Christopher Columbus, who saw in 
its shape the resemblance to the 
smoking pipe used by the Caribbean 
Indians and locally called a "to- j 
bago," from which word, inciden- 
tally, we acquired the word tobacco.
